"LAST POEMS" 
BY A. E. HOUSMAN 

• The recent publication of "Last 
Poems," by A. E, Housman, will 
stimulate ftirthcr enquiry into tho 
verse of a >'iciorlan poet still liring. 
Mr. Housinan's poetry is Victorian in 
the sense of belns a permanent and 
cJaTlfled csprcsslon' of genuine emo- 
tion. Modernists who relish in ob- 
scuring thought and in weighing 
don-n unbcizab'c and unseized tejyi- 
ment with ineaninglese sesqtiipodaUaQ 
words ■win do well to pause a wliilo 
over the limpid verse of this master 
of pure expression. 

It joys the. heai-t to think tliat it is 
yet postltile to find somewhere men 
who believe that English is chiefly an 
Anglo. Saxon language. True it Is 
thai the plaudits of the throng ore 
given them but charily. Fame, hotr. 
over, Is not measured bj' volume of 
noise and men like Mr. llousmoji 
who are capable of chiseling their 
Uiought with chaste language will be 
esteemed long after the disciples of 
Walt Whitman ha*e gone their- wa;^ 
to obHvjoB.

A peseim^st who has earnestly 
grappled *ith life, who has exerted 
all his might in a hopeless struggle, 
and whose consolation, if such If may 
be called Is "to sing his defeat In ex- 
quisitely measured and" powerfully 
impressive vorse — Buch is the man 
who publishes now his la^t poems be- 
cause **it is not likely that X ehalll Ue 
Impelled to write much more, and It 
Is best that what I liave %vrittt'n 
should be printed wWlo I am here to 
see it through the prciss and control 
ita epcllinc and punctuation." 

There le a way some people have of 
referring to finely sculptured poetry 
as Hsht verse. Very Hkely, because 
it is not heavy. For instance, take at 
random a page from Mr. Uousman'e 
l>09me, "The Shropshire Iitud."

AIR FORCE TRAINING FOR MEMBERS OF THE 

C.O.T.C. 

The Department of National Defence has published the 
following: 

1. COURSE— 

A course of instruction in aeronautics to enable members 
of the C.O.T.C. to qualify for commissions in the Air Force, 
will be held at Training Station of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force. 

2. DURATION— 

The course will consist of three terms, each of three and 
a half to four months duration, (approximately May I 3th to 
September 1st) in three consecutive years. 

3. - . 

To be eligible for selecrion a candidate muat: — 

(a) Be a member of the C.O.T.C, anci have per- 
formed the requisite qualifying aer-vice and passed 
the practical examination for Certificate "A" CO. 
T.C. 

(b) Be following a course of study as an under- 
graduate leading to a degree in Applied Science.. 

(c) Be physically fit for Air Force Service as a pilot. 

(d) Be unmarried. 

(e) Be under twenty-one years of age upon the com- 
mencement of the course. 

(f) Be recommended by the Military Committee of tht 
University as likely to become an efficient .Air 
Force Officer. 

(g) Give an understanding to complete, the whole 
course. 

Before attending the second term, the candidate will 
be required to be in possession of Certificate "A" C.O.T.C. 

4. STATUS— 

During the period that candidate is in attendance at the 
Royal Canadian Air Force Training Station, he -will be granted 
a temporary comnussion as provisional pilot officer, and will 
receive pay and allowances in accordance with Pay and Allow- 
ance Regulations for the Royal Canadian Air Force. The 
proposed rates are as follows: — 

Pay During the first term $3.00 per day 

During the second term $3.50 per day 

During the third term $4.00 per day 

Allowances— -While travelling to and from the Royal 
Canadian Air Force Training Stadon, candidates shall receive 
a travelling allowance of $5.00 per day. 

5. MESSING— 

Candidates will be required to live in the officer's mess 
while at the Royal Canadian Air Force Training Station. The 
mess will draw a free ration on behalf of each candidate, but 
in addition, the candidate will be required to pay a mess bill 
to cover the additional cost of messing, of approximately 75 
cents per diem . 

6. QUARTERS,-UNlFORM & MEDICAL ATTENTION— 
While uhdeic'; training, candidates will be provided with 

uniform, camp equipment and quarters. Medical and hos- 
pital services will be provided as necessary without charge. 

7. QUALIFICATIONS— 

On completion of the course, candidates will be eligible 
for: — 

(a) Appointment as Pilot Officer in the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force for- permanent duty (the number 
of vacancies for such appointments will, in all 
probability, be 'very limited). 

(b) Appointment as Pilot Officer in the Royal Can- 
adian Air Force for. active duty twenty-eight days 
in every two years, and in emergency. 

(c) Transfer to the reserve of officers in which case 
Ihey will hot'be liable for further service, except in 

. time of emergency. 

8. APPLICATIONS— 

Applications of legible candidates, with docu- 
ments and recommendations, are to be forwarded 
by District Commanders to National Defence 
hleadquarters, Ottawa, not later than March 1, 
1924. 

9. NUMBERS 

The number of candidates that will be accepted 
will depend upon the funds and facilities available. 

10. COMMENCEMENT 

The second term of Course number one and the 
first term of Course Number two will commence at 
' ihe Royal Canadism Air Force Station, Camp Bor- 
den, on May 12. 1924. 

Form of Application should be obtained from the 
Orderly Room 'at once, and dealt with immedi- 
ately.
